A third cyclonic disturbance, the 
one which ravaged Belize, British 
Honduras, Thursday with a toll of 
more than 1,000 lives, was believed 
continuing across the Yucatan penin- 
sula toward Tuxpam, north of Vera 
Cruz, with its strength probably much 
diminished.

Declaring it ought to be “entirely 
practicable to bring about a naval 
holiday,” the chairman of the senate 
committee on foreign affairs insisted 
that the “naval strength of these na- 
tions is ample, at the present time, 
and there is no reason, from the 
standpoint of safety, of security, to 
continue what is in effect a naval 
building race.” 

With the fundamental purpose of 
eurtailing heavy expenditures, he call- 
ed for “a bold effort to stop expen- 
ditures, “Little savings,” he said, may 
help for a time, “but they will not 
save the situation. 

“At this time, when we are in the 
midst of troubled economic affairs and 
when millions of people in the country 
are harassed with taxes, we are spend- 
ing more money for armaments than 
ever expended at any time during 
peace,” 

A naval-building holiday, he said, 
would relieve overtaxed people, “give 
tone to our jaded economic conditions 
and contribute greatly toward restore 
ing confidence and inspiring hope with 
business and among the people. 

“The trouble which lies ahead for 
governments, the senator warned, “is 
not trouble between governments, but 
trouble hetween the covernments and 
their discouraged and overtaxed peo-

Followers of the Louisiana gov- 
ernor saw a gain in this, as the house 
committee considering cotton bills was 
ready to report favorably Monday a 
hill providing for one-third acreage re- 
duction in 1932 and crop rotation 
thereafter. 

Radio “Invasion” Resented. 

Governor Sterling resented the ra- 
dio “invasion” of Texas by Governor 
Long and held the more strategic posi- 
tion by threatening to veto any meas- 
ure which embodied the cotton prohi- 
hition plan of Louisiana’s executive. 
He declared he would not be swept 
off his feet by “any hysteria,” advo- 
cating acreage reduction as a more 
sensible program. 

Governor Long. meanwhile, kept up 
an almost nightly barrage of radio 
addresses from his own state, directed 
at Governor Sterling and Texas legis- 
lators and farmers. 

The Texas executive said today he 
did not expect a great increase in the 
nrice of cotton to result from any 
acreage curtailment legislation which 
southern states might enact. ‘The 
farmer's plight, he said, would not be 
entirely solved by cotton acreage re- 
duction, pointing to the surplus of 
corn, wheat and other products. 

“What is he going to raise?’ the 
governor asked. 

Wants Relief Promptly. 

He declared he would not “submit 
another frazzling thing to the legisla- 
ture. I want the legislators to pass 
cotton relief legislation, then go home 
and tend to their knitting.’ 

Debate on cotton bills was expect- 
ed to begin on the floor in both houses 
Monday. 

Members of the senate agriculture 
committee apparently wished to give 
the upper house a chance to vote on 
hoth the cotton prohibition bill and 
the measure to restrict acreage in 
1932 and 1933 to one-third of the 
cultivated area in 1981 and provide 
for crop rotation after 1935. 

In the honse the Long plan bloe 
planned an attempt to split support 
for the acreage reduction bill by Rep- 
resentative J. J. Olsen, which the 
special committee was ready to recom- 
mend. The. cotton  prohibitionists 
hoped to substitute first the Long 
plan, and failing in that, a combina- 
lion measure providing for a cotton 
“holiday” in 1982 and acreage reduc- 
tion in 19338 and 1954. 

To Carry Fight Outside. 

C‘onfident that both houses would 
pass the Olsen acreage reduction bill, 
leaders of the cotton acreage con- 
trol movement were preparing §§ to 
carry the fight into other states. 

A resolution will be offered in both 
houses Monday if the acreage reduc- 
tien bill is passed whereby delegates 
will be sent from the Texas legisla- 
iure to the legislatures of other cot- 
ton-growing states to aid in passage 
of similar bills in those states. "The 
expense will be paid from the con- 
tingent fund of the Texas legislature. 
Sponsors of the resolution said they 
were confident the legislature would 
approve the plan. 

A companion bill to the acreage 
eontrol bill also will be offered Mon- 
day. Jt will be aimed at offering the 
cotton farmer some means of with- 
holding a part of his crop from the 
market so he can benefit ‘by the an- 
ticipated increase in price. The. bill 
will provide for certification of cot- 
ton, the farmer to take the certificate, 
showing the value of the cotton, to 
his banker and obtain a loan. The 
certificate will protect the bank from 
making faulty loans and will afford 
the farmer enough funds to tide him 
over until he can obtain a_ better 
price, 

The special house subcommittee 
conferred at length with Governor 
Sterling today on the hill. Members 
of the committee said the governor 
agreed with the principle of the. bili. 
A. P. Johnson, chairman of the sub- 
committee, said he felt sure the goy- 
ernor would approve the Olsen bill or 
any bill embodying its provisions. 

To Go Back to Committee. 

All cotton acreage control bills, ex- 
cept the subcommittee draft of the 
Olsen bill, will be turned back to the 
committee of the whole without ree- 
ommendation. The subcommittee to- 
cay was urged to insert Qa graduated 
TAX provision in the hill to eurb the 
production on large plantations. It 
Was agreed this could not be inserted 
In a soil conservation bill. 

Among the bills that will be re. 
ported back without recommendation 
or prejudice is one levying a grad- 
uated production tax. The tax ranges 
from 25 cents a bale on five bales to 
S10 per bale for all over 24 bales, It 
was argued this would disconrage the 
planting of virgin land in cotton and 
APP Dp production down. 

Members of the subcommittee 
presented with figures ta show 
by limiting cotten planting to one- 
third the cultivated area, cotton acre- 
age would be reduced hetween 30 and 
6H0 per cent, It was pointed out that 
a large portion of the cultivated area 
of Texas was not suitable to cotton 
production, 

The figures showed there were 27.- 
OO0,000 acres in Texas suitable to cot- 
tqn production and that if one-third 
o: the cultivated acreage in cotton 
growing areas was planted to cotton 
the acreage would be 9.000.000 acres. 
Representative Lawrence Westbrook, 
chairman of the house agriculture 
committec, estimated the allowable 
aereage in 1932 would be closer to 
1.000.000 acres than 9,000,000 acres. 

A move will.be made to prohibit 
the planting of more than one-fourth 
the cultivated area in eotton. Should 
this plan be approved, the cotton acre- 
age would be reduced te approximate- 
ly 6,000,000 acres, it was estimated,

In weekly radio talks Wood has 
been opposing the Long plan since its 
origination. 

Lane Takes Issue. 

Lane, of Madison county, 
chairman of the agricultural commit- 
tee of the Mississippi house of rep- 
reesntatives, took sharp issue with 
Secretary Wood and wired both Wood 
and Governor Sterling of Texas: 

“A vast majority of Mississippians 
favor the Long plan which daily is 
gaining support,” said Lane's tele- 
gram to Sterling. 

He challenged Mr. Wood, who was 
recently re-elected secretary of state 
without opposition, to resign and run 
for office again on an “‘anti-cotton holi- 
day” platform and said he “would like 
to know why you are interested in the 
defeat of a plan which thousands and 
thousands of Mississippians do com- 
mend,” 

In a letter to President Hoover, 
Senator Hubert D. Stephens, of 
Mississippi, tonight suggested a_ spe- 
cial session of congress to provide for 
granting at once “adequate loans to 
Germany and China” to be used by 
them for the purchase of American 
commodities, including cotton, for the 
relief of immediate distress.

CLEVELAND MAN SUES 
COURTS FOR $402,000

Cyrus Eaton, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
Saturday filed suit in federal dis- 


trict court here against Richard W. 
Courts Jr. seeking a judgment of 
$402,000 on a loan alleged to have 
been made to Courts in January. 

The petition alleges that Courts 
borrowed that sum from Eaton at 6 
per cent interest, and that the mon- 
ey is due with interest from January 
1, 1931. The loan was declared due 
on April 18, demand was made and 
the defendant refused to pay it, the 
plaintiff charges. Eaton is represent- 
ed by Randolph & Woodruff, of At- 
lanta, and Day & Day, of Cleveland. 

Courts. in a statement issued NSat- 
urday night, said that Katon had abro- 
gated the contract under which the 
loan was made, in that the agreement 
provides that “the lender will not 1n- 
stitute or maintain any suit or pro- 
ceeding for the recovery of the said 
siim....or any part thereof.” Courts 
complete statement follows: 

‘The loan made to me by Cyrus 
Eaton, to purchase a seat on the New 
York Stock Exchange, was under a 
written contract, prepared by the New 
York Stock Exchange, and is the only 
form of agreement that the New York 
Stock Exchange would approve. 

“The material parts of the contract 
are as follows: 

“*Kirst: The applicant acknowl- 
edges that he has received from the 
lender the sum of four hundred: two 
thousand ($402,000) dollars to be ap- 

lied toward the purchase of a mem- 
ership in the New York Stock Ex- 
change, which sum was loaned to the 
applicant by the lender upon the 
terms set forth in this agreement, and 
the applicant promises, subject to the 
terms and provisions of this, agree- 
ment, to repay the said sum from 
time to time, with interest thereon, 
or on any unpaid balance thereof, at 
the rate of 6 per cent from the date 
hereof. "and, in any event, 3O days 
after the applicant ceases to be a mem- 
ber of the said exchange and all claims 
entitled to priority in payment, as 
herein provided, have been paid in 
full, 

“*Second: The lender covenants 
and agrees with the applicant that 
ithe right of the lender to the repay- 
ment of the said sum loaned by him 
as aforesaid to the applicant shall be, 
and the same hereby is subordinated 
to the payment in full of all claims 
against the applicant, or against any 
partnership registered on the New 
York Stock Exchange of which he 
may he a member, arising out of busi- 
ness transacted by him or by such 
partnership while he is a member of 
the New York Stock Exchange, and 
that in any proceeding involving the 
application of the assets of the appli- 
eant, or of such partnership, to the 
payment of his or its debts, the claims 
aforesaid shall be fully paid before 
the lender shall have a right to any 
payment on account of the said sum 
loaned as aforesaid, and that as long 
as the applicant is a member of the 
New York Stock Exchange and until 
all such ciaims are fully paid, the 
lender will not institute or maintain 
any suit or proceeding for the recov- 
ery of the said sum loaned as afore- 
said or any part thereof. 

“*Third: Nothing herein contain- 
ed shall prevent the lender from ac- 
cepting and retaining voluntary pay- 
‘ments made by the applicant or by 
the partnership of which he may be 
a member on account of the sum loan- 
ed as aforesaid, or as interest there- 
on, so long as the applicant and any 
such partnership are solvent and such 
parments do not impair the ability 
of the applicant or of such partner- 
ship to pay in full the claims entitled 
to priority in payment as hereinbefore 
provided.’ 

“Mr. Eaton has quite recently elect- 
ed to treat this contract as a demani 
loan and demanded payment of the 
principal in full. The officers of the 
stock exchange, its attorneys and my 
attorneys, have advised me that it 
was not a demand loan and thgt there 
was no legal or moral obligation upon 
me te make payment at this time. 

“Mr. Eaton notified me that he 
would institute suit upon the contract, 
in of the fact that the agree- 
ment expressly provides ‘the lender 
will not institute or maintain any 
suit or proceeding for the recovery 
of the said sum loaned as aforesaid 
or any part thereof.’ I then declined 
to make any further voluntary pay- 
ments to Mr. Eaton, unless he would 
recognize bis obligation under the con- 
tract and abide by its terms, 

“The loan is a personal matter be- 
tween Mr. Eaton and myself and is 
repayable, not on demand, but 30 
days after I cease to be a member of 
the stock exchange, which I might 
fav is decidediy remote. 

“While Mr. Eaten may need 
monerv, this dees not warrant his 
breach of contract in bringing the 
suit. The question is one of law and 
I have referred the suit, to my attor- 
ners, Spalding, MacDougald & Sibley, 
for further attention.

Treatment: The earlier the diazg-| 
nosis the more successful is the treat- | 
ment.

to be executed by all owners of cotton 
land in cultivation. The contract 
would provide for: Reduction of the 
cotton crop by not less than 50 per 
cent; a penalty of a fixed sum per 
acre to the planting in excess of the 
50 per cent reduction, and the payment 
of the penalty provided to be secured 
by a lien upon the entire crop of each 
member, which lien shall, if practica- 
ble, be a prior lien to all other liens. 
Fixation of acreage for the crop of 
1932 and determination of the actual 
oO per cent reduction in individual 
cases would be determined by a com- 
mittee of three members of the asso- 


ciation in each township in the cot- | 


ton-producing states. 

Contracts not to become effective 
until cotton growers controlling not 
less than 85 per gent of the cotton 
acreage of each cotton-growing state 
shall have executed the contract. 

After the formation of the associa- 
tion and the securing of the required 
percentage of contracts each and 
every member agrees to pay to the 
association the sum of five cents per 
bale, based upon each member's actual 
production for the year 1931, yith 
the right of the association to re- 
quire an additional five (35) cents per 
bale from its membership should be 
necessities of the situation require.

asserted earlier this year that “‘no city 
has in recent years been so much 
abused as Vienna,” and added: “It 
has been described as a bolshevist cen- 
ter, as a city that is being ruined by 
its rulers. Yet today municipal repre- 
sentatives from all parts of the earth 
are now coming to the town hall of 
Vienna to learn something from the 
socialist administration of the city.” 

The records show that in 1930 
30,238 persons from 35 countries took

Doret was co-pilot of the plane on 
the attempt at 2 non-stop flight from 
Le Bourget to Tokyo. 

His telegram was sent from Krags- 
nogo Hols, in the Ufa region. “The 
Hyphen’s crew just had a terrible ac- 
cident because of bad weather,” it 
“Lebrix and Mesmin were kill- 

in falling with the plane. I was 
saved by jumping with parachute.” 

High soviet aviation officials dis- 
patched relief parties from Ufa to ex- 
tend all possible aid and to investigate 
the cause of the accident. Information 
reaching here was to the effect that. 
the Hyphen II had been wrecked. 

The accident occurred when the 
fliers had been in the air only about 


20 hours after their take-off from 
Paris. Unfavorable weather which be- 
set them during their entire voyage 
across Russia was believed to have 
een a contributing cause. 

Fighting heavy fogs, clouds and rain 
from the moment they crossed the so- 
viet frontiers, the aviators passed Mos- 
cow last night and faced a continua- 
tion of bad flying conditions for sev- 
eral hundred miles. They were unre- 
ported after leaymg here until word 
came of the catastrophe which befell 
them approximately 750 miles fur-

A Solemn War Tribute. 

By way of being more explicit, let 
me mention a few evidences of Munich 
good taste which seem characteristic. 
In a day when thousands of cities 
are putting up war memorials, many 
of them pretentious iff style or a glo- 
rification of the military spirit, Mu- 
nich, on the contrary, has chosen to 
commemorate her 13,000 war dead 
with a more-than-life-size rough-hewn 
granited figure of a soldier from the 
ranks, lying in the repose of death.

two men, 

Using a specially built electric truck 
in still another factory, bodies are 
moved with rapidity into a storage 
space. Instead of being laid on the 
floor horizontally as might be expect- 
ed, they are placed on end. In this 
way 1,900 bodies are packed into an 
area in which there was room for 
only 750 by the old method. 

In a recent analysis of factory econ- 
omy methods made before the Society 


of Automotive Engineers, the follow-| 


ing principle was laid down: 

“Business conditions today 
taught two great lessons. First, plants 
and their handling systems must oper- 
ate economically, if possible, on a low 
production as well as a high produc- 
tion rate. 

“Second, to. keep pace with com- 
petition, the management of any 
plant must be in a position to change 
its design or perhaps its processes 
to meet new demands of customers or 
take advantage of new processes and 
methods. 

“Flexibility is a paramount advan- 
tage if it can be maintained at low 
cost: and flexibility in handling meth- 
ods is secured through mobile equip- 
ment.”

Dr. Danneberg asserts that the state 
and city tax per capita in Vienna be- 
fore the war was $16, while today it 
is less than $15 per capita. If the 
amount paid to the state is included, 
the per capita is $20. “But,” says 
the president of t#e diet, “as a set-off 
against the 25 per cent increase in 
state and city taxes combined, the 
sum total of rents in Vienna are pre- 
cisely 66 2-3 per cent less than they 
were before the war. When one con- 
siders the rents and taxes together, 
which may justifiably be done, inas- 
much as the municipality spends a 
considerable part of its revenue on 
building, and a portion of the taxes 
therefore serve to maintain rent pro- 
tection, it is obvious there is a consid- 
erable easing of the tax burden on the 
population as compared with pre-war 
times.”’ 

Financial Status of Vienna. 

Vienna‘’s budget for 1931 ealled for 
total’ expenditure of approximately 
$75,500,000 and the income for the 
year was estimated at 71,400,000. 
Commenting on this, Dr. Danneberg 
says: “But this budget contains items 
anrvounting to nearly $17,700,000 for 
technical improvements of all kinds. 
Deducting this productive expenditure, 
the budget shows a good surplus.” 

The municipality commands, accord- 
ing to a 1950 report, about $5,000,000 
of cash resources, Obviously its 
command ,of ready money, says Dr. 
Danneberg, enables Vienna to provide 
for its enormous requirements in the 
cheapest and most economical manner. 

Atlanta is about one-seventh the 
size of Vienna. How would cash re- 
sources of $700,000 look to the Gate 
City at this particular time? The re- 
ply is left te Mayor Key.

|Element of Surprise 


Should Add Effective- 
ness to Attack.

Georgia Tech’s football attack this 
fall will be based more on deceptfon 
and surprise than at any time in the 
grid history of the institution on the 
Flats.

In the meantime, financial quar- 
ters are deeply interested in what ap- 
pears to be a disagreement in impor- 
tant political quarters as to whether 
the new congress should revise taxes. 

The firm opinion of some political 
leaders that the treasury should con- 
tinue to meet a widening deficit by 
borrowing is opposed by others who 
believe that it is merely putting off 
the evil day of reckoning. Conserva- 
tive bankers in Wall Street. of course. 
have traditionally favored balanced 
budgets. 

Important banking officials point 
to the constant increases in the yvo!- 
ume of currency in circulation ans 
clear evidence of a condition of mor- 
bid public pessimism. Currency in 
circulation is more than $600,000.000 
larger than it was a year ago. Inas- 
much as commercial requirements are 
considerably less than they were a 
year ago, and prices are lower, this 
is explained § as clearly _ reflecting 
hoarding, such as the withdrawing of 
currency and storing it away in safe 
deposit boxes. Morale, bankers say, 
is sorely in need of a good stimulant.

There has been no change in the 
policies of these companies during the 
past year that would show any lessen- 
ing interest in real estate. The major- 
ity continue to loan up to 50 per cent 
of the value of almost any type of 
property, including farms, and the ta- 
ble of maximum amounts loaned 
shows some larger totals than ap- 
peared on last year’s survey. 

Several companies lend from $200,- 
000 to $500,000 on commercial and 
large apartment buildings, and one 
company will finance office buildings 
up to a million dollars. The reports 
of the companies indicate that mil- 
lions of dollars are ready to be placed 
on well-selected real estate. 

Of the 131 companies reporting, 118 
will use their funds for loans on sin- 
gle family homes. The next most 
popular investment is the duplex, or 
two-family «dwelling. Ninety-two of 
the companies place loans on this 
kind of structure. Seventy-nine of 
the companies take “two apart- 
ments;” 60 take larger apartments; 
65 handle combination apartments and 
stores; 87f advance funds for com- 
mercial buildings, and 69 take farm 
loans.

‘Ten 
thousand dollars for single family de- 
tached homes is listed most often as 
the maximum advanced for this class 
of property. Several companies lend 
$15,000 on such homes, one company 
lends $75,000 on single family homes 
and one company will loan $95,000 
on one-family structures. 

One company has half-million loans 
for commercial buildings, another will 
lend a half-million on a large apart- 
ment building, and another has $200,- 
000 loans for this purpose. Several 
companies state that there is no limit 
to the amount they will lend on any 
usual type of property. 

The length of the loans varies from 
one year, under which one company 
operates, to 16 years, given by one 
company. Five-year loans are listed 
by the greatest number of the com- 
panies, 70 of them extending credit 
for that time. Thirty-four give ten

Very Feeble, 


Director of Research Declares 


NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—(/)—The 


army of victorious. soldiers has 
changed to the view that these are 
rather feeble parasitic cells, says Dr. 
Francis Carter Wood. director of the 
Crocker Institute of Cancer Research 
of Columbia Univesity. in his annual 
report to TPresident Nicholas Murray 
Butler. 

“The new method of studying cell 
life,” Dr. Wood explains, “has proved, 
so far as cancer is concerned, only 
the discouraging fact that the cancer 
cell differs in no way from the healthy 
normal cell from. which it is derived 
except in a quantitive way. 

“In other words, the cancer cell is 
equipped with no new mechanisms, no 
new abilities, no unknown powers, 
but rather is a somewhat feeble cell 
which does not live long under simi- 
lar conditions as a healthy cell.

Pecan Trees Offered Georgia Clubwomen

banks’ letter to Mrs. Bird reads: “I 
have noticed your splendid work for 
good roads and highways and would 
like to put before you a proposition 
which I believe would be a distinctive 
feature on our Georgia highways. 
Many clubs are putting out trees and 
shrubs along the roads and I will give 
to any club, absolutely free, any num- 
ber of pecan trees desired. These are 
seedling trees in our nursery at East- 
man, three years old and from seven 
to eight feet high, and will make 
beautiful shade trees, better and 
sturdier than the budded ones, but 
there is no telling what kind of nut 


they will produce. Some may be fine 
while others will be small. All the 
club women have to do is send trucks 
to Eastman to get them. No other 
state has tried this and I think it 
would be fitting to have our high- 
ways planted to pecan trees since they 
do so well in Georgia.” 

This is an important step for club 
women to take right now, as it would 
not only emphasize the fact that Geor- 
gia ranks high as a pecan producing 
state, but the material wealth of the 
state would be greatly enhanced. This 
letter should be read with interest by 
district chairmen of roads and high- 
way safety, and they should pass it 
along to the local clubs. Under the 
council of the national nut tree plant- 
ing project, nut trees are being plant- 
ed throughout the world, and Georgia 
is given a chance to be a model to 
other states and combine. beauty and

Mrs. Charles Morris Gives Report 
On Outcome of 1931 Legislative Bills 


Mrs. Charles H. Morris, chairman 
of legislation for the fifth district of 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
reports on the outcome of bills spon- 
sored by federated club women. She 


deals with the approximate achieve- 
ments of the 1931 assembly of the 
Georgia legislature and the outcome of 
the bills that were especially indorsed 
by federated club women. The wom- 
en's legislative council, which is com- 
posed of representatives from state 
women’s. organizations, maintained 
headquarters in the Sunday school 
rooms of the Second Baptist church 
and met weekly while legislature was 
in session, for the purpose of compil- 
ing on one sheet the bills that wom- 
en's organizations were sponsoring s0 
that this concrete information could 
be sent to the legislators. Opposite 
each bill was the name of the organi- 
gations indorsing it ahd the name of 
the woman steering the bill, but the 
council itself does not indorse legis- 
latidn. Mrs.’ Morris states that wom- 
en who had the opportunity to follow 
the deliberations of the 1931 general 
assembly which adjourned sine die as 
the early morning light of Sunday, 
August 23, crept into the old capitol, 
and those who failed to do so missed a 
liberal education in Georgia politics. 
The full term of 60 days-was busily 
occupied; there was less waste of 
time and lost motion than usual and 
it has been called “a diligent and fruit- 
ful session.” Woman's legislative coun- 
cil held regular weekly meetings at the 
Second Baptist church, to which any 
interested citizen was cordially in- 
vited. Reports of the legislative chair- 
‘men of the various organizations were 
heard and discussed, followed by visits 
to the senate and-to the house. 

” tful women realized that 
| the assembly faced some of the gravest 


and most urgent problems of state, 
Therefore their influence was used 
largely in encouraging the careful 
consideration and passage of the gen- 
eral legislation rather than using their 
strength on the measures on the legis- 
lative calendar of the council. Those 
who’ worked on the bills listed found 
the’ legislators so entirely taken up in 
the consideration of'the majer prob- 
lems of refinancing the state. the past 
indebtedness of more than $8,000,000 
to be taken care of without subjecting 
an already overloaded people with 
heavier taxes; with the redistricting 
the state from 12 to 10 congressi 
districts; and with reorganization ‘of 
the state gévernment to reduce the 
number of departments, bureaus, and 
commissions from more than 100 to 
fewer than 20, that it was not strange 
that little consideration was given to 
anything else. 

“Eight. hundred and twenty-one 
bills were introduced, many dying in 
committee and others being tabled, but 
of the few passed some at least will 
be of far-reaching benefit. There are 
to be eight amendments to Georgia's 
already much-amended constitution 
voted on in Noyember. The most im- 
portant of these are the changing the

IFE in the harem of a Mohammedan 
sheik is not the romantic madness 
movie thrillers make it seem to 
be, but neither is it the thing of 
horror pictured by western moralists. 

It’s not too bad, at all, as life goes, in 
the opinion of Miss Clare Sheridan, famous 
English novelist, journalist, sculptor and 
philosopher. 

And Miss Sheridan, who has been spend- 
ing the last year or two among the Arabs 
of Algeria, has been making an intensive 
study of the matter.

chief drawback,’’ Miss

Sheridan has concluded. “Yet even that is 
over emphasized by the writers of the west. 
Behind the tent flaps and the tapestried 
doorways of the curious Algerian houses, 
life goes on among the women inmates, and 
gossip, envy, malice, generosity, love and 
hate thrive prodigiously. 

“The women have individual lives; not 
only that, they have sex loyalty. The Ameri- 
can idea of submissive females who always 
bow before the will of their lords is not a 
correct one, Feminine rebellions and femi- 
nine intrigues are frequeat, and the wom- 
en usually win. 


“Arab women, are not the mere 
things one had been taught to believe. 

“They may wear veils, and keep out of 
Sight of strange men, and be treated as 
Strangers by their husbands when foreigners 
are present, but in the privacy of their 
homes their words have weight. If all the 
truth were known, many of them rule their 
Strutting husbands with rods of iron, But 
the men don't know it. They are not very 
subtle.’’ 

The Evglish author probably is the first 
modern woman to be freely admitted to 
the harems, and has acquired a huge mass

of quaint and interesting information about 
them. She doubts, for instance, that many 
Arab wives are unhappy. They are out of 
step with the spirit of Europe and America, 
but they don’t miss what they have never 
known, : 

“The lore of centuries of sheltered wome 
en is their solace,”’ Miss Sheridan finds. 
‘Their mothers for generations have ‘been 
told that in the harem is security. Outside 
is disorder, savage men and savage beasts.

South won and now proceedéd to develop 
the hand in the only way that gave him a 
chance to make the contract. The diamond 
King of course is a marked loser in view 
of West’s bid. It would be futile to hope 
to make a trick in that suit by leading a 
small diamond from dummy and playing the 
King. To give up a.club trick at once-hoping 
to find the King with East would be equally 
fatal, as East then would lead through the

It seemed probable that 
West had held five diamonds originally, al- 
though there was a possibility that he might 
have held six. In any event, as neither op- 
ponent had. discarded a club, South’s only 
chance seemed to rest upon the hope that 
West's hand origimally had contained five 
diamonds, three spades, three clubs includ- 
ing the King and two hearts. The heart 
doubleton was fairly apparent based on the 
opening lead. There was a shadow of doubt 
about the club and diamond holding. Be 
that as it may, South took his only chance 
to make his contract. He led the diamond 
King and West was forced to win. West 
could see the inevitable coming and led the 
Queen of diamonds. North now parted with 
his last heart and East relieved of the neces- 
sity of longer holding the heart knave, dis- 
carded it, but East and West were through.

A Law a Week.

What occirs if after a dealer says faintly, 
“1 bid one heart,” one of his opponents 
asks, “What did you bid?” and he answers: 
“I bid one spade?” 

This case depends en the intent of the 
bidder. -If he intended to bid a = spade, 
thought he had bid a spade and merely 
said a heart by mistake, it comes under the 
heading of inadvertent bids or slips of the 
tongue; the heart bid is void and the spade 
bid stands. If, however, the player really 
meant the heart bid when he made it and 
then, upon second thought, preferred a 
spade bid, the heart bid stands, the spade 
bid is a bid out of turn, which is void, and 
the bidding proceeds in regular order from 
the original heart bid except that the part- 
ner of the out-of-turn bidder is barred from 
any participation in the bidding. 

When such a thing as this occurs, it is 
well to call in some disinterested person to 
look at the hand of the bidder, and base 
the decision on what he finds. When this 
happened in a recent championship tourna- 
ment, Lieutenant Alfred M. Gruenther, 
manager of the event, was asked about it. 
He took a look at the bidder's hand and 


ruled that the original bid was one spade; 
he found that the bidder had a good spade 
suit and only three little hearts, so it was 
plain that the player really meant to bid 
a spade and had merely suffered a slip ef 
the tongue. 
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“Psychics Not Risky, Says 
Mrs. Sims.

PSYCHIC” bids—psychological ones 
to confuse the opposition—are 
considered generally to be the 
: riskiest of all bids because of the 
danger that they will mislead the pagtner. 
But are they? 


Mrs. Philip Hal Sims, who is undoubted- 
ly the outstanding pioneer in this form of 
bidding and who has’ won many national 
championships because of them, does not 
Class them as the most hazardous when 
used at the right time and in the right 
way. 

“I. was once brought into court on a 
charge of speeding,” she said the other 
day. “Luckily the case came up before an 
intelligent judge. I admitted that 1 had 
been speeding but contended that in mod- 
ern traffic it is sometimes safer to go 
fast than slowly. He agreed with me and 
| was discharged.” 

Soe it is with bridge, she added. There 
are times when your side is in grave danger 
ef having the opponents score heavily 
against you. The peril is already existent, 
and in. such cases the only way to thwart 
it may be by means of some tricky bid 
which will divert the opponents from the 
natural course of their biddimg or play. If 
the tricky bid misleads the partner and 
gives the opponents a chance to score 
against you because of it, they will not be 
ikely to score as much as they otherwise 
could. If they do, it is probably because 
the bidder had used poor judgment in mak- 
ing the particular psychic bid he did. 

“In the early days of psychics,” said Mrs. 
Sims, “Il used to find an opportunity to 
make such a bid once in every five or six 


hands. Now that good players are more 
familiar with them, they cannot be used 
so often. A profitable chance to make one 
comes perhaps once in twenty or thirtv 
hands now, unless you happen to be against 
people who are not used to combatting 
them.”’ 

“It has been said,” she went on. ‘‘that 
psychic bids are unfair when used against 
opponents who are not versed in them, who 
cannot recognize the probability of a psy- 
chic when made by someone else. That 
theory seems destined to die out. It would 
be just as sound to prevent a pitcher from 
using a curve ball in baseball when opposed 
to a batsman who had never hit at a curve. 
Psychics constitute part of the skill of the 
game among advanced players, and to bar 
them when playing against less experienced 
opponents would mean to take away from 
the skillful part of their most effective tac- 
tics. Better still to advise the average play- 
er to learn more about psychics; how to 
use them, how to combat them, how to 
guard one’s side from being misled by the 
partner's psychics.” 

According to Mrs. Sims, the psychic bid 
has enriched the game, adding an interest- 
ing feature which interrupts the monotony 
of straight mathematics. She thinks a play- 
er should have positive ways of counting 
the mental types of partners and opponents, 
and the chance of confusing them, just as 
one counts the value of the various card 
combinations. 

“Psychics constitute the fourth dimen- 
sion of bridge,’ she adds. They are the 
same thing as making aces out of spaces. 
They are a mental hazard to the opponents 
and they make the game a keener contest 
of wits than it ever could be without them.”

She even 
picked his last wife for him. Rather, she 
vetoed one he had stupidly selected. Felt 
She wasn’t the type, or didn’t match the 
tapestries, or something. 

“The Arab woman has well defined prop- 
erty rights, and they are respected. There 
is a complicated but well understood code 
for her protection in her marital relations.” 

lf the life of a philosophical Arab matron 
of middle years is not so terrible to con- 
template, the bridal of an Arab belle would 
not appeal to the casual young women of 
America, who have the Litth Church 
Around the Corner habit, and even object 
to shoe-throwing. 

Miss Sheridan discloses that the virtue, 
modesty and general desirability of a bride 
is measured by the raucousness of the rum. 
pus she kicks up when she is being taken 
to the home of her bridegroom after the 
Simple marriage ceremony. 

Once there, it is the role of a really nice 
girl to struggle like a fury before the door, 
Strong servants carry her over, Women 
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ight the way to the bridal chamber with 
candles. 

“Before entering the bridal room, the 
girl must break an egg with her foot, to 
ward off the <vif-eye, and must trace a 
cabalistic sign over the door with a naked 
sword. 


“All this time, she must keep protesting 
at the top of her lungs. There is a great 
deal of shooting and shouting while it is in 
progress. Crones of, incredible antiquity 
keep up a constant keening, more sugges- 


sive of a wake than a bridal.” 


Even after the ceremony, of course, an 
Arab husband can send his new wife pack- 
ing back to mother if he decides she is not 
as beautiful as advertised, or finds she has 
a disagreeable personality. There are other 
causes, well understood among primitive 
peoples. Among Mohammedans, divorce is 
notoriously easy to secure. H is a mere 
matter of clapping the hands and telling 
the other party to the marriage to get out. 

In the Arab circles in which Miss Sheri- 
dan has been entertained, women of means 


usually havem Paris gowns in their ward- 
robes, but wear them only for their hus- 
bands. That is one hardship of harem life, 


she admits. An Arab woman may resign her- 
self to having her smartest gowns unseen 
by admiring men, but even an Arab girl 
must yearn for the opportunity to show off 
her stylish clothes where others of her sex 
may see and envy. That is a pleasure denied 
them. When a harem wife steps abroad, she 
steps in native clothes, and she is veiled 
against the pubtic gaze. 

Other European customs have taken a 
hold on the harem inmates, but not a strong 
one, yet. French, Spanish and English doc- 
tors are tolerated by Arab husbands in dire 
emergency, although a pious Mohammedan 
must do some violence to his consience to 
permit them to see his wife. 


In ordinary cases, Christian doctors who 
treat women of the harem are ridiculed and 
obstructed and frustrated by the old herb 
women and native medicine men, 
fer their own cures. 

Boys are removed from the influence of 
women—even their mothers—at an early 
age, and it is a perpetual wonder to Euro- 
peans that the love of mothers and sons re- 
mains aS strong and tender as it does. 

Brothers and sisters, separated young, 
never develop that casual, comradely affec- 
tion that exists between brothers and sisters 
in the west. 

In some well-to-do Algerian families, it

and with misgivings. ‘They’ll make me pay 
for this,’ I have always said, or at any rate 
since I grew up.

“Until the Arabs themselves admit that 
new ways are best, though, it would be 
wise for us of the new dispensation to let 
them alone. The wives of the Arabs do not 
lead lives made miserable by male brutality. 
There is no emergency that calls for hectic 
missionary work. Some American women in 
missionary work are more unhappy by far 
than the women they work among. The 
Arab women, I reiterate, don’t want to leave 
their harems yet. They love and revere the 
picturesque and frequently dirty fellows 
who are their lords and masters. When the 
women decide that it is time for them to 
get out and see the world, they will do it.”

Mountain Scenic Highway, which 
runs from Chattanooga, Tenn., to 
Gadsden, Ala., and 50° miles 
through Georgia, are a number of ruins of 
ancient cities built of and iuto giant rocks. 
This highway, 100 miles long, averages more 
than 2,000 feet above tide level and that 
portion through Georgia is graded, drained 
and ready for surfacing. : 

The largest and most interesting of these 
ruins is located in Walker county, Georgia, 
overlooking the beautiful little city of Lza- 


Fayette. The next largest is in Cherokee 
county, Alabama, commanding a view of 
Cedarbluff, Leeshurge and the Coosa river 


valley, That Lookout Mountain was thickly 
populated in the dim and distant past is evi- 
denced by the number of these old ruins 
and their location onlv a few miles apart 
all the way from Chattanooga, Tenn., to 
Gadsden, Ala. es ) 
One of the best preserved and most pic- 
turesque of the group is at Fairyland, Walk- 
er county, Georgia, overlooking the Ten- 
nessee river, and on t¥. seven miles from 
the Chattanooga municipal building. About 
the same distance from Gadsden, Ala., hov- 
ering ahove the blufts shadowing the Coosa 
river is’ another one that appears to have 
been a Seat of government. The entrance

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What Is Justice in This 


The Amazing Trial 
Of Major Shepard as 
Slayer of His Wife 


BY PETER LEVINS. 


HE chain of circumstances in the 
Shepard case can hardly be called 
unusual. After all, a great many 
wives have died while their hus- 
bands were wooing other women, and quite 
a few wives have died of poison. But what 
is unusual about this case is the character 
and reputation of the husband. Because of 
this the affair stands out among all other 
Similar tragedies. 

Major Shepard has been convicted oft 
murder in the first degree. He isn’t serving 
the sentence—life imprisonment—but he 
has at least been convicted. | 

The verdict was a great surprise to his 
loyal friends. Other than the friends, there 
are a vast number of people in Kansas, 
Colorado and.the middle west, who refuse 
to befieve that he poisoned his wife. Some 
of them have merely a feeling about it, but 
many others insist that the verdict was 
against the weight of the evidence. 

Let us look into it. 


Charles A. Shepard has crowded quite a 
lot into his 60 years of living. He worked 
himself up in the world and made a great 
name for himself in his profession. He be- 
came one of the leading tuberculosis ex- 
perts in the country. He was honored and 
respected—and then he met 24-year-old 
Grace Brandon. 

After that h® behaved pretty. much ac- 
cording to the old adage. In other words, 
like an old fool. 

But whether his folly drove him to feed 
his troublesome wife mercury ... ? 

He was born in Toronto, Can., the ninth 
of 12 children. His father operated a print 
shop which is still conducted by one of the 
sons. He went to work early in life, serv- 
ing successively as a printer’s devil, ticket 
Salesman at a ferry depot, and purser on 
lake and river boats, before he _ started 
Studying to be a doctor. 

He saved up his money and attended the 
University of Toronto for two years, then 
enrolled in the University of Buffalo, where 
he received his degree. He started practice 
in Lewistown, N. Y., in 1896, and the fol- 
lowing year married Clara Child, who died 
at Needles, Cal., in 1913. 


HE MARRIES NURSE 
IN HIS SANITARIUM. 


Dr. Shepard became interested in tuber- 
culosis after a sister succumbed to that 
disease. He operated sanitariums in Needles, 
Cal., and at Sierra Madre. He married Zen- 
ana McCoskey, 24-year-old nurse in his san- 
itarium, in 1917, when he was 46. She had 
divorced a husband the previous year, It 
was her death that propelled Shepard into 
court on a charge of murder. 

Soon after the marriage he entered the 
army. He became a member of the regular 
army in 1920, and subsequently served in 
the Philippines and in various army hos- 
pitals throughout the United States. He 
came in time to be rated as one of the 
best TB men in or out of the army. 

Without a doubt Shepard’s career was 
crowned with success. Many achievements 
in this branch of medicine may be attributed 
to his thorough knowledge, gained through 
years of study. His name seemed destined 
to go down in medical history as one of 
the great ones of the profession. 

And then he fell in love with Grace Bran- 
don. 

He met the blond stenographer at Brooks 
Fields, San Antonio, Texas, in November, 
1928, while he was On temporary transter 
from Fort Riley, Kan., for a course in flight 
Surgery. The first .meeting Occurred in a 
boarding house where they were both liv- 
ing, according to Miss Brandon's testimony 
at the trial. 

She said he took her to dinner and the 
theater on November 10, 1928, and several 
weeks later (so rapidly had the friendship 
developed) she and the doctor accompanied 
another couple on a trip across the Mexi- 
can border to Nuevo Laredo. Major Shepard 
was exceedingly smitten with the young 
woman, and, according to her, during the 


trip proposed marriage to her several 
times. 

He did not deceive her about his own 

marriage, she said. He admitted he had a 
wife, she said, but told her that he and Mrs, 
Shepard had ceased to maintain marital re- 
lations and had discussed divorce. 
' One evening while they were on the trip 
they had some wine and he offered a toast. 
“To our early marriage,’’ said Major Shep- 
ard, according to Miss Brandon. 

He appeared to be thoroughly infatuated 
with her, gave her costly presents, shower- 
ed her with flowers, wrote her ardent let- 
ters. Upon his return to Fort Riley he con- 
tinued with the courtship, even buying her 
an automobile and sending her the money 
to pay for its upkeep. His letters became 
more ardent and impatient. 

He met her in. November, 1928, and his 
wife died in his quarters at Fort Riley, near 
Junction City, Kan., on June 15, 1929. Mrs, 
Shepard had been ill about a month. It had 
been a lingering, painful and somewhat mys- 
tifying illness. 

Doctors who attended the woman couldn’t 
seem to agree on a diagnosis. Upon her 
death they were still uncertain. And on top 


of that came the gossip about the Major. 


and his blond stenographer. The wiseacres 
of the post had known about this affair for 
some time. The death of the wife seemed 
to them to constitute a sort of alarming 
climax. 

All of which prompted the post com- 
mander to order that an autopsy be per- 
formed to determine the cause of death, 
Major Shepard protested. He said that all 
her life his wife had voiced her repugnance 
for autopsies. She had never wished to be 
“cut up.’’ Out of respect for her, he said, 
he felt impelled to oppose such an examina- 
tion. 

This didn’t help his case. 

For the autopsy was held and an extreme- 
ly startling announcement was made by 
Major Hugh W. Mahon, government. pa- 
thologist. 

He reported that Mrs. Shepard had died 
of mercurial poisoning. 

Mahon’s findings were submitted to 
Colonel Edward D. Vedder, connected with 
the government laboratory at Washington, 
D. C.; Major James E. Ash, pathologist in 
charge of the army museum at Washington, 
and Dr. C. W. Muehlberger, .assistant direce 
tor of the crime laboratory at Northwest- 
ern University, Chicago. Each of these ex- 
perts agreed the woman had died of mer- 
cury poisoning. 

The case was therefore turned over to 
the federal department of justice. Opera- 
tives, of this department spent months, 
nearly a year, in rounding up the evidence 
and dovetailing it into the case on which 
the government asked for Shepard’s arrest 
on a charge of murder. 

The agents covered thousands of miles, 
interviewing army officers and their wives, 
talking with civilian friends of the couple, 
questioning servants and shopkeepers, and 
looking into all angles of the affair with 
Grace Brandon. 

While the government men were gather- 
ing the evidence, Major Shepard continued 
to woo the girl. He sent her a diamond en- 
gagement ring in October, 1929, and short- 
ly after this, according to the prosecution, 
he bought a platinum wedding ring, turn- 
ing in as part payment two old-fashioned 
wedding rings. 

One of these rings was engraved with the 
date 1917 and presumably had been worn 
by Zenana Shepard. The other was said to 
have belonged to the first wife. 

According to Miss Brandon, the elderly 
specialist proposed marriage eight times. 

He was stationed at Fitzsimons General 
Hospital, a government institution on the 
outskirts of Denver, Col., when he was ar- 
rested on March 18, 1930. He was taken 
into custody by deputy United States mar- 
Shals on a fugitive warrant out of Topeka, 
Kan., based on a charge of wife murder 
filed in the federal district court at Topeka 
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Major Charles A. Shepard, as he 
looked at time of trial.

Shepard pleaded not guilty to the charge 
and was released on $25,000 bond.-He was 
restored to duty at the army hospital and 
went about his duties there daily until De- 
cember 1, 1930, when his trial opened in 
the federal court at Topeka. Judge Richard 
J. Hopkins, guest judge in the recent Legs 
Diamond trial in New York City, presided. 

Intense interest prevailed from the start, 
Crowds stormed the courtroom daily. From 
the beginning there was a division of opin- 
ion about the doctor’s guilt. As has been 
Said so often before in such cases, ‘“‘it didn't 
seem possible.’’ 


After giving the jury the medical evi- 
dence as to the cause of death, the prose- 
cution called Sergt. W. A. Rose, pharmacist 
at Fort Riley, who testified that Shepard 
obtained an unusual amount of mercury 
from the dispensary in April, 1929. Rose 
Stated that it would have been possible for 
the doctor to obtain large quantities of 
poison without any one knowing about it 
because, in his capacity as officer of the 
day, every fifth day, Shepard carried the 
keys of the cabinets in which the poisons 
were Stored, 

When Grace Brandon took the stand the

if these leaves are to be burned into 
woed ashes, burn them in some sort of a 
wire container, such as are sold at most 
of the hardware stores. These wire baskets, 
for that is what they really are, will prevent 
the leaves from blowing away and their 
ashes being scattered all over your place. 
Work the ashes into the soil lightly with a 
smail rake. This treatment is particularly 
beneficial to the bulb bed. 


Perhaps you are fortunate enough to 
have a large lot with a couple of inconspicu- 
ous places that aren't being used at the 
present time, and wilt not be needed for a 
couple of years. If that is the case your 
problem will be easily solved. Dig a shallow 
hole, in order to hold the moisture, and 
build around this depression a low fence 
to hold the leaves. The distance between 
the planks of this fence may be about six 
inches and still hold the leaves well. As the

WHAT TO PLANT IN SEPTEMBER 


VEGETABLES: Fall planting may include 
carrots, cress, corn, salad leek, let- 
tuce, aragon spinach, kale, rape, mus- 
tard and turnips. 

VEGETABLE PLANTS: Cabbage and col- 
lard plants may be set out now. 

ONION SETS: One of the best onion 
planting months is September. Now 
Yellow Danver, silver skin onion sets, 
multipliers, eschellottes and Bermuda 
onion sets may all be planted.

to give them immediate attention. Rye 


grass, weeds and vegetable trimmings are 
accumulated, place them in this pen and al- 
low them to rot. Of course, this method 
is very slow, as it usually takes about two 
years for them to become thoroughly rot- 
ten—that is, rotten enough to use in the 
garden. For this rotting process to be fin- 
ished even within two years time it will be 
necessary to keep the heap constantly wet. 
It should never be allowed to dry out as 
that will stop the fermentation process that 
is going on. It is well to leave a smali de- 
pression in the center of the heap to hold 
as much of the rain as possible. 

There is a method that is much easter 
and also much quicker than allowing nature 
to take its course in the method outlined 
above. These same leaves may be converted 
into real mahure by the use of certain 
chemical compounds that may be obtained 
with little trouble. The strangest thing 
about this manure is that thorough field 
tests have shown it to be as valuable as 
the ordinary stable manure. These chemical 
compounds are in the form of powder and 
are easily applied. 

You need not wait until a quantity of 
leaves is accumulated, to start the treat- 
ment. As the leaves are collected, place 
them inia crate and and pack them down 
tightly. When the untreated leaves are one 
foot deep, scatter the correct amount of 
these powders on them and wet thoroughly. 
If this system is followed you will be taking 
riperted fertilizer from the bottom of the 
crate and starting leaves and refuse at the 
top all of the time, a continuous supply of 
fine manure. 

After you have ween carrysy eni® on for 
afew months you will always have plenty of 
manure at all times, at a cost less than that 
of stable manure. You need not limit your- 


sa 


self to the use of leaves, as almost any non- 
woody vegetable waste, such as ‘grass, 
weeds, vegetable trimmings, can trash, pea 
and bean vines, straw, corn stalks and mix- 
ed garden refuse may be used. 


This method of making artificial manure 
gives you a good place to keep the garden 
trashes as it accumulates, does away with 
the dangers of burning trash, and best of 
all gives your garden a steady supply of 
manure. There is ne better source of humus 
than good manure. 


There are several important points to be 
kept in mind in making artificial manure. 
Don’t make the heap more than six feet 
high; keep the stack tramped tightly, scat- 
ter the powders evenly; don’t wash the 
powders away but do keep moist; and neyer 
let the heap dry out. 


A covering over the heap helps fermenta- 
tion. The time necessary is from two to six 
months. 


YOUR BACKYARD GARDEN. 


If your backyard garden is to give you 
and your friends the maximum amount of 
pleasure, it will be necessary for it to give 
a pleasing picture as a whole, as well as is 
its parts. This was brought out very clearly 
to us only recently. We were asked to visit 
a friend’s garden and at the first oppor- 
tunity stopped to do so. Just outside the 
back door was a small grass plot, bounded 
on the one side by the drive leading to the 
garage and on the other by a very beautiful 
bed of gorgeous dahlias. Directly back of 
this grass plot and alongside the garage, was 
a large bed of flowers for cutting. About

To mark corners that will be seen from a 
distance, it will be best to use some kind of 
a shade tree. If this tree is to be used only 
as a marker, one of the tall, slim trees will 
be best. For this purpose use a Lombardy 
poplar or Tulip poplar. These two trees are 
both very fast growing, very tall and slim 
and give very little shade. When 50 feet 
tall, they are only about 10 feet in diame- 
ter. They may be transplanted with little 
trouble and are usually used as screens or 
markers. 

lf there is a particularly ugly spot that 


needs to be blotted out and that located at 


a low point, one of the best shade trees to 
use for this purpose is an old-fashioned 
magnolia tree. This tre is an evergreen and 
reaches an ultimate height of about 30 to 
40 feet. Because of the fact thabits branches 
are low and spreading, it is impossible to 
get grass to grow underneath a magnolia 
tree. For fast-growing trees, that are almost 
universally satisfactory, there is the silver 
maple. This tree is easy to transplant, grows 
and has a most pleasing shapé. 
The teaves are light green in color and the 
underside is a light green silver. 

For the background of this screen; the 
best plant that is commonly used is Ligus- 
trum Lucidum or Japanese privet. It is a 
broadleafed evergreen, vigorous and up- 
right im growth. It will quickly attain a 
height of about 10 feet and ultimately reach 
a height of 15 to 20 feet. The shrub may 
be pruned and kept at a lower height if 
mecessary, leaves are thick and a glossy 
bright green. 

Two plants that may be used for inter- 
mediate height are Ligustrum Lucidum and 
abelia. These two plants are often used as 
companion plants, since they are so similar 
in the general character of their growth, 
Ligustrum Lucidum quickly grows to a 
height of about three feet and will eventual- 
ly attain a height of six or eight feet. The 
leaves are large, bright shiny green, of a 
rather dense character of growth. The plant 
itself grows compactly and has a white 
flower in the spring which is neither very 
beautiful nor conspicuous, and is followed 
by blue-black berries that are held on the 
plant throughoui the winter.

Visage dusted white with 
rice powder, cheeks circled with vermilion, 
hair looped in lateral wings enormous and 
fantastic, small unbound feet that clattered 
on high, stilt-like slippers—this charming- 
ly grotesque personage was the last to wield 
unlimited power. Originally she was brought 
before the Son of Heaven by a decree that 
summoned all the daughters of the Red and 
Yellow Girdles—to be servants to a royal 
mother-in-law rather than wives of the em- 
peror. 

Yet Yehonala soon won her place of su- 
premacy by her wit and intelligence. She 
was stronger than the iron-capped nobles 
who wagered their fortunes and squandered 
their leisure on fighting crickets. She was 
as tenacious of life as if she had eaten the 
fungus of longevity, the fu ling, mushrooms 
that grow under the pines and are gathered 
in the Eighth Moon.

Riding on the field of battle on the last 
day of that historic engagement, Wilson was 
attacked by a federal cavalryman. He ducked 
his head to avoid receiving a smashing cut 
in his face and the blade struck him on 
the back of the head. Then he countered 
the charge, striking the federal a swerving 
blow with his sword across the face that 
peeled off the end of his nose and left a 
wound which was to mark him from eye to 
chin the rest of his life,
